In every city, limit are placed on the number 
of people who may be crowded into an elevator, 
an auditorium , som etim es in a residence. 
There is lively public 
concern 
about 
over­ 
crowding in jails, schools and public buildings. 
It is forbidden to put more than a specified num­ 
ber of people in a taxicab, a ballroom , a sta­ 
dium. 
Yet there are no lim its to the number of peo­ 
ple who m ay be crowded into the city, itself. 
A survey by the World Health Organization con­ 
cludes this gross oversight is to blam e for som e 
of the m ost troublesome problem s that plague 
m ankind. 
O vercrowding contributes to the delinquency 
of juveniles and 
the 
social 
deterioration 
of 
adults. It is a prim e cause of prostitution, al­ 
coholism . drug addiction and p s y c h o lo g ic and 
neurotic disorders. 
Human beings are not adapted to overcrow d­ 
ing. yet their inclination is to huddle together in 


evcr-larger cities as populations m ultiply. This 


never would be perm itted 
if 
human 
beings 


were ordinary anim als, because their welfare 


then would be a m atter of concern. 


For exam ple, public authority lim its the num­ 


ber of anim als that m ay be crowded into rail­ 


road cars and trucks for shipm ent to slaughter­ 
houses but not the number of people who m ay 
be jammed into a slum. 
There is no top limit on the total of people 
permitted to live on Manhattan Island or within 
the confines of Tokyo, the world’s largest city. 
Even 
the most crassly 
com m ercial 
chicken 
farmer would know better than to tolerate com ­ 
parable overcrowding on a chicken ranch. It 
wouldn't be good for business. The chickens 


wouldn't do well. 
People don't do well, either. The World Health 
Organization suggests it m ay be the undoing of 
the human race unless it can be stopped.

This isn’t the result of any sudden outburst 
of generosity by the federal governm ent but 
has been forced upon it by the growing popu­ 
lation of the country and the inability of the 
states and cities to impose and collect enough 
taxes to meet all the burdens arising from the 
increase in the num ber of persons for whom 
additional 
facilities 
have 
becom e 
necessary. 


The federal government has. m oreover, found 
that there are collateral activities of research 
and training services which have not previous­ 
ly been covered adequateU bv the state, city 
and private system s of education or health 


For several years, of course, the federal gov­ 
ernm ent has participated in program s of hospi­ 
tal construction 
Indeed, over the last 18 years 
there has been a federal, state and local p a rt­ 
nership which, as the President s m essage it­ 
self reveals, has added more than 300.000 hos­ 
pital and nursing-home beds and m ore than 
2.000 other health facilities in areas of need. 


P E R H A P S T H E MOST ACUTE need is in the 
availability of doctors 
President Johnson said 
in his m essage:

“ has liberated our citizens from the haunting 
fear of an inability to meet the cost of m edical 
care in their later vears ’’ However, there are 
m any unsolved problem s even in this field, and 
the likelihood is that the federal governm ent 
will step up its financial participation as popu­ 
lation and the complexity of medical care in­ 
crease 


WHILE THE FEDERAL governm ent is sup­ 
plementing substantially what the states and 
com m unities have been doing in education and 
health, there is little likelihood that the local 
governm ental units them selves will experience 
any relief from the financial burden 


In fact, there are voices of complaint in Con­ 
gress because m ore federal funds are not being 
spent, particularly for education 
The contro­ 
versy will be aired this week before a House 
subcom m ittee 


What really needs to be put in perspective 
is that the m ajo r part of the cost of both health 
and education is being borne by the citizens 
through their own expenditures and the taxes 
they pay to states and cities, while the fed­ 
eral government 
is belatedly hut n e c e s s a r y 
helping out in what promises to be a steadily 
expanding obligation.

ANSWER: Under the ground’s dry surface, there is usually 
water which has worked its wax down from above. One way 


it gets down is through cracks in the kind of rock called lime 
stone The carbonic acid in the water may dissolve part of the 


limestone and so produce underground caves, the bottoms of 
which are often filled with water At various times, creeks 


and rivers have worked their way into such caves carrying 
fishes who became trapped underground and were forced to 
live their lives in complete darkness. 


Such fish were not blind in the beginning But ii some part 
of a creature's bodily equipment is not being used, nature is 
apt to discard it. So. since eyes were of no value in the dark­ 
ness. the cave fish gradually lost them There are at least 17 
species of cave-blind fish known to exist. Our picture, how 
ever, shows that, at least in the case of the blind fish of the 
Mammoth Cave in Kentucky, the fish are first hatched with 
eyes. and then lose them as they grow 
Blind fish get along 
bv using other senses. Ridges grow on the head and body 
which are sensitive to touch, no doubt helping a tish lo decide
